True to the predictions, in every 
respect, the annual Labor Day Tourna- 
ment of the Narberth Tennis Associa- 
tion, which opened last Saturday, is 
proving to be the biggest and most 
successful tournament that the local 
association has ever hold. There were 
more entries in both the Men's Singles 
and Doubles than in any previous year, 
the new courts at Havcrford and Mont- 
gomery avenues proved to be as fine 
and as fast as could have been hoped 
for them, the weather behaved ''as it 
had ought to" over a holiday week-end, 
and to cap the climax — there was the 
biggest gallery of spectators that has 
ever witnessed the opening rounds of 
a Labor Day Tournament. 

Perhaps it is not quite correct to be 
so lavish in praise of the weather, par- 
ticularly with respect to Saturday. 
True, the rain held off; and for that 
everybody was thankful, but the tem- 
perature nnd humidity Saturday after- 
noon were painfully like the weather 
and humidity on the Fourth of July. 
However, ns some one has said, ' ' every 
cloud has its silver lining," ami the 
new shower, births in the club house 
were certainly a silver lining, an oasis, 
and a relief station all rolled into one 
to the club members. 

Biggest List of Entries. 

In no respect were the first two days 
of the tournament more successful than 
in a strictly tennis sense. There were 
thirty-nine entries in the singles and 
twenty teams in the doubles. Using all 
seven courts the Tournament Commit- 
tee ran off twenty-three matches in 
the singles and ten matches in the 
doubles on SntunKay afternoon, nnd 
ten matches in the singles end six 
matches in the doubles on Labor Day.

The letter says further that bluebirds 
never did nest on our porches and never 
will. Bather a pat statement, and quite 
evidently the opinion of one observer, 
and being the observation of a spar- 
row-fancier, one cannot wonder at the 
dearth of the species mentioned. 

The writer, on a visit in. New York 
State in August, was shown a box in 
which bluebirds had raised a brood a 
few weeks before. It was on a busy 
back porch, within a few steps of the 
door, and there were no English spar- 
rows on the premises. 

But the sparrow controversy is a 
matter or personal opinion, (one for 
them, and ninety-nine against them.) 
Baron von Berlepsch is the recognized 
pioneer and authority on attracting 
wild birds to our homes. His state- 
ment is a fitting conclusion to these 
articles. "The increase of other kinds 
is in inverse ratio to the decrease in 
sparrows.' '
